Created by Executive Order in 
November to plan for the cele- 
bration and commemoration of 
the official state and federal 
holiday honoring Dr. King, the 
Commission consists of indi- 
viduals from the business 
community, the field of educa- 
tion, civil rights organizations, 
the General Assembly, charit- 
able foundations, religious and 
labor organizations, municipal 
representatives and youth 
groups. Initially, one third will 
serve for one year, one third for 
two years and one third for 
three years. Thereafter, all 
‘terms will be for three years. 
“It gives me great pleasure to 
honor Dr. King through the 
creation of this Commission,” 
the. Governor said. “Dr. King 
gained world-wide respect for 
_his beliefs and achievements 


and remains an inspiration to 
all people who cherish justice, 
courage, faith and freedom. It 
is appropriate for Ohioans to 
support a statewide annual 
celebration. and commemora- 
tion of his birthday.” 

While Ohio has celebrated 
Dr. King’s birthday as an offi- 
cial state holiday since 1976, 
January 20, 1986 will mark the 
first observance of the’ federal 
legal holiday established by 
Congress in his honor. At the 
request of Mrs. Coretta Scott 
King, Congress also estab- 
lished a Federal Holiday 
Commission to assist in the 
first observance of this holiday. 
The Federal Holiday Commis- 
sion requested the coopera- 
tion of the nation’s governors 
in establishing state Holiday 
Commissions.

The long, difficult jodrney to 
bring equal rights to all Ameri- 
cans pauses this month to pay 
homage to one of the leading 
freedom fighters in that con- 
tinuing endeavor, the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. , 

From Alaska to New York, 
Colorado to.Alabama, events 
are planned to commemorate 
the birthday of King, who from’ 
1955 to his death in 1968 
refused to let America forget it 
had yet to live up to its creed, 
“We hold these truths to be 
self-evident: that all men are 
created equal.” 

Congress in 1984 passed 
and President Reagan signed 
into law legislation making the 
third Monday of January, 
beginning in 1986, a national 
holiday. It was the 10th holiday 
‘so declared and the first honor- 
ing a Black. Congress said the 
day shall be atime to reflect on 
the principles of racial equality 
and nonviolent social change 
that guided King.

He revealed to me that he had 
decided not to press charges 
against the woman who had 
attempted to take his life. 
“She doesn’t need punish- 
ing,” he said of his assailant, 
“she needs therapy.” 
Beca'ise of his fame and 
notoriety, we all recognized 
that Mzrtin was constantly at 
risk of assault or assassination. 
We alsy) knew that he was not 
the sort of man to shirk from 
danger in pursuit of a morally 
just cause. Once embarked 
upon the path of Jeadership, 
there could be no turning back 


for Martin Luther King Jr. Liv- 


ing with-the constant threat of 
imminent mortaldanger 
requires courage, obviously. 
For Martin and his friends, it 
also required a sense of humor, 
an ability to laugh at the spec- 
tre of death. 

Because some folks saw a 
superficialresemblance 
between Martin and me, we 
sometimes kidded about the 
remote possibility that some- 
day, somewhere, some near- 
sighted assassin might mistake 
me for him. Like other intimate 
friends of the Kings, |! usually 
referred to Martin and his 
father by the incongruous 
sobriquet'’Mike.’’When 
necessary to distinguish father 
from son, we called them "Big 
Mike” and "Little.Mike.” When 
the subject of our reputed 
physical emblance came 
up, | would sometimes say with 


Mike, don't you get me shot!” 
He would laugh and, pretend- 
ing not to understand my 
meaning, he would respond by 


ahd despair. 


As the pastor, | struggled 
to maintain my composure, to 
provide an example of dignity 
and restraint in the face of the 
most depressing and disquiet-

But James Earl 
Ray had made no mistake; he 
had destroyed the living flesh 
of the man he never knew but 
deeply hated. He was not able, 
however, to kill the dream of 
freedom, justice and equality 
which had distinguished. Mar- 
tin Luther King’s life. 


In our home, my wife, Cleo, 
has set aside a-room to pre- 
serve in a physical sense our 
tender recollections of him. We 
no longer live in the old par- 
sonage on Long Street where 
we shared so many precious 
hours with him, but we still 
have many momentoes of his 
pasSage through our lives. 
Cleo has installed upon the 
bed which gave him some few 
hours of comfort an engraved 
plaque which reads: “Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King slep in this bed 
November 20-22, 1959.” 

As special as they are, such 
memorabilia are not nearly as 
precious to us as the relics of 
love he left in our hearts and 
minds. Because he challenged 


principles embodied in his ver- 
sion of the American dream, 
our nation today is a better 
place than it was. And because 


of them preached: on more than one ‘occasion at Union Grove Baptist Church,

~ Martin Luther King 


“Injustice anywhere is shires to jus- 
tice everywhere.” 

That‘is a simple phrase of profound 
meaning. It is, in fact, a statement that 
was-made-by Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. 

It -is-an siouuset statement, full of 
great meaning. But it is a statement 
into which a life must be breathed in 
order for it to have meaning. Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. breathed his entire 
existence into those eight small words. 

Dr. King hated injustice. As a moral 
crusader, he hated it for the very nature 
of its wrong. As a Black man, he hated 
the injustice perpetrated upon Black 
people in the United States and for the 
sufferings it caused his fellow Blacks. 

‘But_as a theologian, King hated 
injustice for what it did to the perpetra- 
tors of that injustice. He saw, with a 
keen spiritual eye, that racism and 
hatred are acids which destroy the 
container in which they are housed, 
before the object they are released 
upon, and he believed the power of a 
strong moral commitment to justice 
would save not-only the victims of 
racism, but its perpetrators. 

So, we take time off to honor him. We 
honor his commitment to justice, his 
respect for the most profound tradi- 
tions of American life, and his intense 
efforts to, in his words, “make this

focal point of a major attempt at Black economic’ 


development. If it failed, many reasoned, it would 
_send an ominous message to other Black 
~ entrepreneurs. 

Because of the highly-visible nature of the pro- 
ject, Bank One was enlisted to support the project, 
and city resources were also commandered. Single- 
tary himself. put up some money -- $60,000 of the 
$4.1 million it took to bring the total project, includ- 
ing the building itself, to fruition. 
~ It is important to note that there have been con- 
sistent questions inthe minds of many observers 
whether the store was economically feasible. The 
store needed to gross approximately $250,000 a 
weekto-be-profitable-- and.it had to generate such 
revenues -- revenues sufficient, after one year, to 
place it on the Black Enterprise 100, if it had been 
successful -- in the course of one year. 

The store was operating in aneighborhood which 

did not have the buying power of many other city 
neighborhoods, and where, because of the high 
concentration of elderly and poor residents, food 
shopping was heavily oriented to the first of the 
month. 
"In addition, the enterprise was operating in an 
industry which has been highly competitive in the 
past, one which has such slight profit margins -- 1 
percent of sales in well-nranaged, highly-profitable 
companies -- that it offers no margin of error. 

As the PlazaMart finally collapsed in its sea of red 
inw. many villains have been fingered. The bank 
which financed the deal, and which took back the 
store's stock, was one. The city administration, 

-which refused to spend additional money on the 

“project, was another.. The Black community city- 
wide, which did not generate the revenues sufficient 
to maintain the store, was a third.

We honor King, and we honor those 
who fought with King. We honor him, 
as we honor those on whose shoulders 
he stood. And, in honoring him, we 
honor the best in ourselves, and honor 
that great dream for which he sacri- 
ficed his life.

uncertainty over the fate of the PlazaMart continued’ 
to spread over the newspapers, there was unfortu- 
nately little which reflected the major successes 
built by several other Black-owned companies in 
the highly-competitive marketplace of Columbus, 


Even now, we seé'a Black-owned business -- Carl 
Brown's IGA -- which has expressed an interest in 
the Singletary site. This interest is not prompted by 
societal concerns alone, but by the belief that the 
project can be developed economically, based on 
sound business principles. 

Yet, ultimately, we are convinced there was @ 
fourth villain: cold, hard economics. It is unreason- 
able to expect -- as, we have heard, was expected 
by the Singletary projections -- that Blacks are 
going to act any different, on the whole, than other 
shoppers. They are going to attempt, with often 
limited resources, to get the best buy for theirshop- ° 
ping dollars at a store which is sufficiently close to 
minimize their travel costs. 

We-do_not necessarily feel that such logic is 
always in the best interest of Black people; however, 
it is the only logic on which a business can be built. 

As we said earlier, there are some lessons-here. 
One is that an economic development project is 
doomeg to failure, unless it is built around sound 
economic principles. Appeals to Black solidarity 
and pride will not move most shoppers to come from 
thé Hilltop or the Far Eastside to shop at a store 
which offers them little moreXhan they are receiving 
in their own neighborhood. 


We wish Rick Singletary well, and we hope that he 
will remain.an entrepreneur. We need his drive and 
determination in other projects around the city. 

We must also look very closely at our future eco- 
nomic development projects, to ensure that our 
support for Black business is carefully developed as 
well as aggressively done. 

We urge the City of Columbus to continue to util- 
ize its resources to promote the concerns of the 
broad range of Black businesses in Columbus so it 


” can add to the total prosperity of the city.

This is a melancholy reflec- 
tion on the life of the late and 
beloved Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., up to the time he 
began: his great crusade for 
civil rights by organizing a 
boycott against the city of 
Montgomery, Ala., in 1955. 

. Naturecertifies to.us of God! 
Through the familiar event of 
the daily life of its divine Author 
the sublime truths of Christian- 
ity are there for all who have 
eyes to see. But it is by the 
providences of our lives, and 
espcially when the bolt of mor- 
tality falls spon one known to 
the universe for his goodness, 
that our attention to the’ great 
truths of our being is attracted. 
We need, then, no apology for 
pausing that we may recognize 
the event and each for himself 
apply the lesson of death, f 
death is the most august of vis- 
itants to his victim and the 
greaes-moralists to the living. 

King ‘was born Michael 
Luther King Jr. in Atlanta, Ga., 
on Jan. 15, 1929. He was one of 
three children born to Martin 
Luther King Sr., pastor of Ebe- 
nezer Baptist Church in 
Atlanta, And Alberta (Williams) 
King, a former. schoolteacher. 
He was six years old when his 
name was changed from 
Michael to Martin. 

After graduation from the 
Jocal grammer and high 
school, Martin attended More- 
house College in 1944. He had 
no serious thoughts about the 
ministry at the time. It was at 
Morehouse that he met Dr. 
Benjamin Mays, a scholar and 


influence upon him. Dr. Mays 
was able to convince young 
Martin that a religious career 
could have intellectual satis- 
faction as well as spiritual joys 
and happiness. But Martin had 
thought that. preachers were 
not intellectual enough to be 
respectful, even though his 
father, grandfather and great 
grandfather had all labored in 
the vineyards, wrestling with 
the foes of darkness. 
Accepts ordination 

When, finally, Martin got 
around to agreeing to accept 
ordination he was of the opin- 
ion that he should be some 
kind of a professor, not just a 
plain preacher. A combination 
appellation like a theologian- 
minister appealed greatly to 
him. Initially, the only’ reason 
he took his first parish assign- 
ment Montgomery was to 
get some of what he called 
“pastoring background” 
before accepting a position as 
a professor in some college. He 
spoke of this yearning for an 
academic career to the end of 
his life. 

As astudent in school Martin 
was a very bright lad. He fin- 
ished high school at the age of 
15 because he had skipped 
several grades. At 18 he was 
ordained a minister of the 
Gospel and accepted a minor 
position as assistant pastor of 
Ebenezer Baptist Church in 
Atlanta. The following year he 
graduated from college. His 
education gave him a fast start 
in a Career that set a record for 
youthful accomplishments. At 
the age of 22 he received his 
theology degree. The age of 25 
found him a pastor in his own 
church, Dexter Avenue Baptist 
Church in Montgomery, direct 
from graduate school! to a pin- 
nacle. of national leadership. 
All of achievements we 
behind him when he became 
the youngest man ever to 
receive the covetec Nobel 
Peace Prize at the age of 35. 

As a youthful student Martin

Morehouse is a part of 
the Atlanta University system 
and is one of the most beautiful 
campuses to be found any- 
where in the South.

Outstanding student 

Martin received his B.A. from 
Morehouse in 1948 and, imme- 
diately, enrolled at Crozer 
Theological Seminary in Ches- 
ter, Pa., where, upon comple- 
tion of his studies he was 
awarded the Plafker Award as 
the most outstanding student 
and the J. Lewis Crozer Fel- 
lowship for graduate study. By 
1953, Martin had completed 
the course work for his docto- 
rate from Boston University in 
Massachusetts. 

Martin had been brought up 
in-a devoted and-affectionate 
‘household, in the full exercise 
of his mental faculties, with an 
abiding and unshaken faith in 
the Christian religion, and a 
cherished hope of ‘a blissful 
immortality. 

His father, a minister of the 
Gospel, a man of great learning 
and reputation, who believed 
the family is the unity of human

the ministry of Christ, and had 
him placed in a classical 
school preparatory toa college 
course and the seminary. 

Mrs. King, Martin's mother, 
had graduated from 
College in Atlanta, had gone to 
Hampton Institute in Virginia,

She was an extremely fashion- 
able woman, immaculately 
attired, and possessed a keen 
sense of humor. She was a 
woman of enormous energy 
and devoted to her family, the 
church and its members. 
Private school 

After enrolling in a nearby 
elementary school; Martin was 
re coos to Atlanta Universi- 
ty's private laboratory school. 
Both scfteols had been segre- 
gated. When he reached the 
eighth grade he entered 
Booker T. Washington High 
School that had an enroliment 
of 5,000 students. He skipped 
the ninth grade and the 12th 
grade because hé took and 
successfully passedthe 
entrance examination to 
Morehouse College at the end 
of his 11th grade. 

At the age of six Martin 
became aware of segregation 
of the Black and white groups 
because the white childre# 
with whom he played would go 
to one school while he 
attended another. When the 
white children told him that 
their parents said they could 
not play with him anymore 
because he was Black, Martin 
broke down and cried. He was 


_ full of tears as he ran home to 


tell his mother of this awful turn 
of events. She comforted him 
as best she could as all Black 
mothers must do to their child- 
ren when that time comes. 
She told him about the vicious

them, as good as the white 
group whostill believe they are 
superior in everything! She 
told Martin he was just as good 
as anybody else!

His mother was a shy 
woman. His father affection- 
ately called her “Mama” King, 
or “Bunch.” She was a woman 
who stayed in the background, 
but many friends called her the 
hidden and namic force behind 
her husband and children. One 
of the greatest tributes was 
paid her by a reverend friend: 
“She sounded no trumpets to 
call attention to her greatness.” 

Contest winner 

Still in his early childhood, 
an omen came to Martin. He 
had traveled far to appear as a 
contestant in an oratorical con- 
tests ponsored by the 
1.8.P.0.E.W. (Black Elks) 
improved Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Order of Elks of the 
World, and he and his teachers 
Started back to Atlanta, 60 
miles away. His happiness as 
first-place winner was short- 
lived because they found out 
all of the seats in the Black sec- 
tion of the bus were occupied. 
Although there were many 
seats available in the white sec- 
tion of the bus, Martin and his 
teacher had to stand up all the 
way back to Atlanta! it had 
been his really first taste of 
public bus segregation in the 
Georgia state transportation 
hymns from 
memory in his father's church 
at the age of four. While his 
mother played the piano, he 


‘ 


would sing songs of spiritual 
qualities that sent many 
members of the congregation 
into fits of ectasy. 

He always liked to.listen to 
lecture-ministers who used big 
words, even before he was old 
enough to know what the 
preacher was talking about. He 
had one of his first dreams at 
that time -- he wanted to be a 
man who used big words when. 
he talked to people! 

We know that Martin's father 
brought his family up like most 
Americans used to do and did 
not spare the rod_in_instilling 
praise-worthy virtues in his 
children. 

Coretta Scott King, whom 
Martin married on June 18, 
1953, on the lawn of her par- 
ents home, writing in “My Life 
With Martin Luther King Jr.,” 
relates that when King Sr. 
“would whip Martin for some- 
thing he’d done, Martin would 
take his punishment without a 
word, determined never to cry, 
even when he was quite 
young.” = 

Gains knowledge 

During the time of the forma- 
tion of his faculties, of the 
building of a sound and dis- 
criminating mind, coupled with 
the absorptions of the tenets of 
his religious faith, Martin 
became a store of valuable

God and man. Little did he 
know about the tremendous 
impact he, himself, would 
make -upon_the-mind of-man 
and the world, how he would 
live long enough to write his 
thoughts of love and kindness

a great enterprises which mark 
a nation’s progress in her - 
owned march toa higher civili- 
zation. Martin began to study 
man. as well as thousands of 
books. He réalized that knowi- 
edge is in books and that one 
must study hard to dig that 
knowledge out of the books. 
Some would strike it rich, oth- 
ers would fall by the wayside, 
give up too soon. Man! rh 
was the challenge, his motiva- 
tion, his greed, his eoenney. 
his all-around unsemingly 
human conduct!

When Martin was 17 and had 
finished his junior year at 
Morehouse, he went to his 
father and told him he was 
beginning to feel the call to 
preach to people. Onetruth he 
abided by all the days of his life 
was. the fact that he, Martin, 
was only the messenger of the 
Gospel, not the source. 

His sterling good sense, his 
practical wisdom, his unerring 
judgment and tact, did not fail 


_ to stamp him as a man who, ia 


many of the qualities, that go 
furthest to constitute worth for 
the practical duties of his cal- 
ling. He had few equals. He 
performed his public duties 
faithfully. He was ever true to 
the principles he sought to 
represent. While he knew no 
fear or hesitation in the expres- 
sion of his own political views, 
he extended the largest toler- 
ance and charity to all wile 
held different. sentiments. His 
heavy armor against antago- 
nists was the strength of ‘his 
love for mankind. Indeed, his 
was true charity, striving to do 
good as he had opportunity 
and to speak evil of no one. ! 


Always a gentieman ~~ 


urbanity of manner and dignity 
of deportment, and never vi 
lated the characteristics ofa 
gentleman in his ‘intercourse 
with the world.

It has been in the spring of 
1954 that the United States 
Supreme Court handed down 
its decision in the Brown vs. 
Board of Education. Martin 
took his pastorate in Montgo- 
mery, Ala., in the fall of that 
very same year. When the hand 


of destiny beckoned to him he. 


proved to be a man imminently 
qualified for leadership in the 


gigantic and turbulent civil 
rights struggle which was to 
begin in 15 short months. 

In the spring of 1955. Martin 


was awarded his degree of . 


Doctor of Philosophy in sys- 
tematic theology from Boston 
University. 


In December 1955, a seam- ‘ 


stress named Rosa Parks tired 
from a day's work, refused ato 
give up her seat on Montgo- 
mery city public bus, and the 
mantle of greatness fell upon 
the shoulders of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. His selection as 
president of the Montgomery 
Improvement Association, 
organized to lead the bus boy- 
cott sparked by Mrs. Parks’ 
humble refusal to sit in the 
back of the bus, was like the 
“shot heard ‘round the world,” 
and the civil rights movement 
was born.

It was from his Birmingham jail cell that King penned a response toa group of white clergymen who had 
criticized him for the “unwise and untimely” demonstrations: His response was written on toilet paper, the 
margins of newspapers and any thing he could get his hands on. He then smuggled the scraps out of jail 
with the help of aides. The letter published under the title “My Fellow Cierqymen’” is excerpted here. 


We have waited for more 
than 340 years for our constitu- 
tional and -God-given rights. 
The_nations of Asia and Africa 
are moving with jetlike speed 

_toward the goal of political 
independence, and we still 
creep athorsetand-buggy 
pace toward the gaining of a 
cup of coffee at a lunch coun- 
ter. | guess it is easy for those 
who have never felt the sting- 
ing darts of segregation to say 
“wait.” « 

But when you have seen 
vicious mobs lynch your moth- 
ers and fathers at-will and 
drown your-sisters and broth- 
ers at whim; when you have 
seen hate-filled policemen 
curse, kick, brutalize and even 
kill your black brothers and sis- 
ters, when_you suddenly find 
your tongue twisted and your 
speech stammering as you 
seek to explain to your six- 
year-old daughter why she 


can't go to the public amuse-. 


ment park that has just been 
advertised on television, and 
see tears welling up in her little 
eyes when she is told that 
“Funtown’” is closed to colored 
children, and see the depress- 
ing-clouds of inferiority begin 
to form in her little mental sky, 


and see her begin to distorther 
little personality by uncons- 
ciously developing a bitterness 
toward white people; when you 
are humiliated day in and day 
out by nagging white people; 
when you are humiliated day in 
and day out by nagging signs 
reading “white” and “colored,” 
when your first name becomes

becomes “John”, and when 


your wife and mother are never’

today, signed the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation. This 
momentous decree came asa 
great beacon of light of hope 
to millions of Negro slaves 
who had been seared in the 
flames of withering injustice.

But one hundred years 
later, the Negro still is not 
free. One hundred years later, 
the life of the Negro is still 
sadly crippled by the mana- 
cles of segregation and the 
chains of discrimination.

We have also come to this 
hallowed spot-to remind 
America of the fierce urgency 
of now.

Dr. David Levering Lewis, 
one of the foremost bio- 
graphers of the slain civil rights 
leader, says that King's wil- 
lingness to state his views on 
foreign policy ‘modeled a 
stand that is being revived 
today as leading Blacks go on 


record against the Reagan: 


administration's positionon 
South Africa and its handling 
Of crisis‘in the Middle East.” 

“King saw the clear;connec- 
tions between global problems 

_and national issves, the 
Rutgers ‘historian notes. “He 
was among the first to oppose 
the Vietnam War, and he paida 
very high price for that depar- 
ture: Although.he won the 
Nobel Peace Prize: he was per- 
secuted-for the rest of his life 
by the justice department 
under PresidentLyndon 
Johnson.” 

As America prepares to 
celebrate the first nationa! hol- 
iday in honor of King,.Lewis 
points out that although dis- 
turbing conditions still exist for 
Afro-Americans, King solidly 
succeeded in his foremost goal 
of overcoming segregation in 
this country. 

‘Problems today are quite dif- 
ferent from those that existed 
when the: Southern Baptist 
minister ted the march on 
Selma and preached his dream 
‘of anintegrated America,

notes Lewis, a scholar of inter- 
national distinction who is 
Rutgers University’s Martin 
Luther King Jr. Professor’ of 
History. , 

“Segregation was outlawed 
in the South,” he states.-“Afro- 
Americans gained voting 
rights. Affirmative action pro- 
grams have shown surprising 
resilience at the state and local 
levels, despite the so-called 
‘color blind’ policies of the 
national administration. Our 
basic civil rights gains are 
probably irreversible.” 

But, Lewis maintains, if King 
were alive today he might seem 
out of touch with the times. “He 
would probably risk appearing 
irrelevant by remaining faithful 
to his large vision of a trans- 
formed society.” 

Somé ‘of King's heirs in the 
civil rights establishment, the 
old guard leadership of the 
NAACP and Urban League, are 

“hopelessly shortsighted and 
inattentive to the new shape of 


problems,” Lewis contends. : 


“They have disserved us all, 
particularly Black Americans, 
by continuing to focus solely 
on white racism.” 

Lewis agrees with those 
Afro-American scholars who 
maintain that in spite of histor- 
ical-oppression, the crime, vio- 
lence, illegitimacy and school 
dropout rate within Black 
underclass communities are 
determined more by social 
class and family instability 
than racial discrimination. 
And, this group of scholars 
contends, government hand- 
outs alone,-canrot solve the 
crisis. 

Lewis, however, notes that 
while the government pro- 
grams of the '6Qs and '70s may 
have overreached themselves 
and were marked by abuses, 
they did work. “Head Start and 
the Job Corps did help equip 
people for schooling and bet- 
ter jobs,” he declares. 

Economics and class 
increasingly divide Black 
Americans, Lewis says, and 


pose particularly severe prob- ’ 


lems for young Blacks. 

“The national pattern of dec- 
lining, minority enrollment in 
U.S. colleges and universities 
seems to~come from a social 
psychology at work,” he 
explains. 

' “Disenchanted? That's a 


' €uphemism for the attitude 


among minority young people 
today. With 30 percent unem- 
ployment among Black youths 
and with even very bright 
youngsters unable to get jobs, 
many feel that there is no use 
going to college. It's agrinding 
situation.” 

In addition to “King: A Bio- 
graphy,” (1970), Lewis is well 
known for “When Harlem Was 
In Vogue,” a highly readable 
account of the Harlem Renais- 
sance of the 1920s. Now in the 
research stage is his biography 
of W.E.B. DuBois. 

Future biographers of Martin 
Luther King Jr. will continue to 
treat him favorably, Lewis pre- 
dicts.

lf Byars decides to have the 
one hour surgery he will go 
through a six week healing 
period and.a six week rehabili- 
tation process.-There will be 
no long term effects from the 
operation. 

“Instead of just letting the 
bone sit like that and hoping 
that it heals, the longer it goes 
without healing the less 
chance it has of healing,” said 
Dr. Tesner. “They will take a 
screw and drive it through the 
bone to help it heal.”
